Mr. Scott, who had been connected 
with the real estate business in At-

In spite of his advanced years 
he enjoyed vigorous health and was 
still active in business at the time 
he was killed. 

Details of the fatality are meager, 
but according to a report of one of 
the train crew, Mr. Scott was sitting 
on the track near No. 187 milepost 
and evidently did not see the ap-

not stop in time to prevent the acci- 
dent, it is said. 

No explanation has been advanced 
as to why Mr. Scott was sitting on 
the track.

‘Woman and Man Held on 
Suspicion; Husband Kill- 
ed by Potion Believed 
Put in His Homebrew. 


New Britain, Conn., August 29.— 
(P)—Mrs. Katherine Weiss and 
Samuel Weiss, her brother-in-law, are 
being held by police tonight without 
bond on suspicion that the two con- 
spired the death of her husband by 
putting poison in homebrew beer 
‘which also caused the deaths of two 
others. 

After questioning Samuel Weiss to- 
night, detectives admitted no progress 
had been made to prove that traces 
of the poison found in John Stehr’s 
stomach after autopsy was put into 
the making of the beer. The third vic- 
tim of the deadly brew is John Stein, 
40, who drank a bottle of the contents 
‘today “to show that the deaths of 
Weiss and Stehr on Sunday night 
were not caused from the brew.”

Unofficial Advices 
ceived From Five Others 
of 48 Countries Invited 


to Sign. 


Washington, August 29.—()— 
Eight nations today had formally 
communicated to the United States 
government their adherence or inten- 
tion to adhere to the Kellogg anti- 
war treaty in response to the invita- 
tion extended by the United States 
to 48 countries last Monday immedi- 
ately after the signing of the compact 
in Paris. 

The ofifcial adherences came from 
Peru and Liberia and the declarations 
of intention to adhere came from the 
Dominican Republic, Denmark, Boli- 
via, Austria, Costa Rica and Cuba. 
Unofficial advices also brought in- 
formation of the intention to adhere 
from Bulgaria, Rumania, Norway, 
Argentina and Jugo-Slavia. 

Favorable replies from th: remain- 
ing nations are expected to reach 
Washington within a short time in 
view of Secretary Kellogg’s pressing 
invitation. pointing out that “any gov- 
ernment adhering promptly will fully 
share in the benefits of the treaty 
at the very moment it comes into ef- 
fect.” 

The notices of adherence executed 
in proper form aud sent to Wash- 
ington for deposit in conformity with 
the terms of the treaty and as indi- 
cated in Mr. Kellogg’s invitation, are 


| considered equivalent to signature of 


the treaty itself and will become ef- 
fective as between the adhering na- 
tions and all other signatory and ad- 


| hering nations as soon as the pact 


comes into force. Just when that will 
be officials are unable to forefell.

Plane Flown Low. 


A path cut through the tops of the 
trees on top of the highest point on 
Merrill's course from Buffalo to Cur- 
tiss field attracted the attention of 
Leviolette. He signaled to Kelly, who 
circled the spot and brought the plane 
down to approximately 150 feet. 

At that height, Kelly said tonight, 
strips of orange-colored fabric were 
seen clinging to the trees at each side 
of the path, which led to a burged 
over circle at the top of the hill. In 
the center of the circle, he said, was 
the piled up wreckage of the airplane. 

Kelly said a landing at the spot 
was impossible and he returned to 
Port Jervis after satisfying himself 
that the wreckage was that of the 
plane flown by Merrill. He said that 
neither he nor his companions were 
able to locate anyone near the wreck- 
age. 

Plane Strikes Rut. 


In landing at the Port Jervis mu- 
nicipal airport, Kelly’s plane struck 
a rut and tipped over, the accident 
slightly damaging the ship, and as 
other searchers had arrived to at- 
tempt to pierce the fastness of the 
wood tomorrow, Kelly returned to 
New York by train.

Jeffersonville, Ga., August 29.— 
(Special.)—Before a crowded court- 
room Edgar Watkins, prominent At-

GEORGIAN IS INVENTOR 
OF NEW TYPE AUTO TAG

Waycross, Ga., August 29.—T. R. 
Fluker, former manager of the Geor- 
gia Power and Light company here, 
has invented qa new automobile license 
tag. This tag will be placed on the 
market by the National Sealtag com- 
pany. 

The basie idea of the new tag is 
that it is sealed to the car so that 
it cannot be removed without destroy- 
ing the tag. The design is similar in 
appearance to the one now in use, 
being of the same size and material. 
However, the new tag has two small 
tabs at the top which fold over the 
bolt heads after the tag has been put 
in place. ‘The bolts cannot be re- 
moved without destroying the tabs 
or seals, and as these tabs carry the 
state name and date the tag is use- 
less without the tabs. If an officer 
sees that a tag is unsealed or mu- 
tilated he will know it is not acci- 
dental. 

This information will assist the of- 
ficers in locating stolen cars and in 
ordering investigations. It will also 
eut down the large loss because of

When North Carolina commenced a 
few years ago a great highway build- 
ing campaign many skeptics “viewed 
with alarm” the enormous expendi- 
tures involved.

Health Talks

PASSING OF THE SUN PARLOR. | 


Either the glass of the sun parlor, 
so-called, must be scrapped now and 
new-fangled glass that admits the ul- 


tra-violet installed, or the ugly old 
sun parlor is doomed to extinction. 
In the first place, no one remains, at 
home to take the sun these days, ex- 
cept infants and invalids, and they de- 
serve all the ultraviolet the situation 
afiords.. In the next place, this here 
now sun porch or solarium always has 
been a snide anyway. Granted the de- 
signer or builder had some vague no- 
tion of admitting a bit of sunlight; 
granted the housewife, or maybe the 
househusband, dreamed of — well 
dreamed of something that required a 
bright ray of sunshine streaming in— 
you know what I mean. But this is 
all hooey, for as soon as the ambitious 
young—I say young  humorously— 
couple moves in and sets about fur: 
nishing and decorating the new nest, 
good bye sun room. ‘There ain't gon- 
na be no sun beating in there if the 
careful housekeeper can prevent it; 
no, no ray of sunshine shall get to the 
dewdags inside if the busy hired man 
can get his awnings and things up 
early enough in the season. 

Honestly I have to laugh—I do 
most of my laughing in my sleeve— 
at the funny inquiries in the mail 
every day this time of year. Here 
is the old sun doing his proudest and 
squandering the ultraviolet everywhere 
in vastly greater abundance than we 
can get out of any kind of machine 
at any price. Yet every day readers 
are asking about this and that ultra- 
violet Jamp and whether I think it 
would be a wise investment, and so 
on. Nexé to the extreme measures 
taken to exclude sunlight from the 
sun parlor, I think this popular quest- 
ing for expensive machine-made ultra- 
violet is about the greatest hygienic 
irony of the. times. 

Then somebody discovered ways to 
make glass that will transmit a con- 
siderable part of the ultraviolet rays 
of sunlight. But this glass is prohibi- 
tive in cost, so far as equipping the 
sun room with it or even a window 
is concerned. We should hail with 
del’-ht a recent suggestion of Dr. A. 
H. Pound of Johns Hopkins, who rec- 
ommends a practical window for trans- 
mitting ultraviolet rays, a window 
which will serve for a year at least 
and can then be replaced at a cost of 
25 cents! 

Vrofessor Pound uses cellophane, a 
sheet of which is carefully sandwiched 
between two layers of ordinary coarse 
chicken wire, and the whole placed in 
the window like a window screen. This 
cellophane may be had in sheets a yard 
wide and almost any desired length, 
and its cost is a small part of the cost 
of the completed screen. If the cello 
phane becomes yellowish after a year 
or if holes are accidentally made in it, 
a new sheet may be readily inserted 
in the chicken wire frame. A _ sun 
bath through such a window is near- 
ly, though not quite, so good as one 
in the unfiltered ‘sunshine. 

From the wording of the many in- 
quiries about ultraviolet light, it seems 
necessary to caution the public once

Sterilizing Shaving Brush.

SALT WATER MAY 


CUT HARMFUL. 
“Please advise me if you consider 
the daily practice of drinking a quart 
of lukewarm salt water for constipa- 
tion injurious or hurtful in any way. 


Any persistently used method— 
cathartic, enemas, or drinking of large 
amounts of water, salted or plain, at 
one time—artificially stimulating the 
bowels, may damage the colon eventu; 
ally -and so indirectly the other body 
tissues. 

After a complete emptying of the 
colon, such as will occur with these 
measures, it will take two or three, 
days for it to fill sufficiently to 
cause the normal bowel movement. 
It seems to be necesSary that there 
be a column of food residue ‘in the| 
colon before the peristalsis is norma] | 
and pushes forward that portion} 
which should be lost.. The patient, 
not knowing this, on the second day 
or so after using one of these meth- 
ods, will again resort to it, and so 
the habit is formed. 

The colon has a small part in di- 
gestion. It is believed that some of 
the valuable mineral salts are ab- 
stracted from the food during its stay 
in the upper part of the colon and it 
should not habitually be flushed out 
by any method. The long continued 
use of these measures will also prob- 
ably tend to diminish the sensitive- 
ness of the’ bowels so that perhaps 
they have to have stronger and 
stronger stimuli in order to act. 

It is commonly believed that if the 
bowels do not move, there is an ab- 
sorption of poisons, and this may 


happen if there is a long retention; 
but it should be remembered that the |

The main topic of discussion was the 
John A. White tract which the park 
committee proposes to use for a nine- 
hole course instead of an 18-hole 
course as first planned by council. 
The Municipal Golfers’ association is 
still of the opinion that this land 
should be used for an 18-hole course 
and various members expressed them- 
selves thusly in no uncertain terms, 


The latest development in the row 
is the proposed purchase of an addi- 
tional tract of 65 acres upon which 
to build the additional nine holes. A 
sub-committee of the park committee 
was appointed some time ago to look 
into the proposition of securing an 
option on this adjoining land, and the 
chairman did secure an option at the 
rate of $1.200 per acre. The price 
paid for the land already purchased 
was $800 an acre, and members of the 
association stated that inasmuch as 
the price was twice as much as the 
land was worth, that it be the ex- 
pressed epinion of the association that 
the price was “exorbitant and un- 
reasonable.” 3 


A resolution was passed requesting 
the president of the association, Major 
Trammell Scott, who was appointed 
on that subcommittee, to resign from 
that committee and to renew his strug- 
gle to get an 18-hole course put upon 
the original tract, 

The full text of the letter of Major 
Scott to Mr. John A. White, chair- 
man of the park committee, follows: 

“Mr. John A. White, Chairman, 

‘Park Committee, 

“City of Atlanta, 

‘‘Atlanta. Georgia. 

“Dear Mr. White: Referring to your 
letter 17th, advising of my having been 
appointed on subcommittee under authority 
of resolution adopted by park committee of 
city council, said subcommittee instructed 
to secure option on 65 acres of land belong- 
ing to Dr. Lowe Stillman, for an additional 
nine-hole golf course at the John A. White 
park, such subcommittee having been ad- 
vised that the Park committee would rec- 
ommend the acaquisition of this property 
up to a price of $1,000 per acre. 

“In view of the recent investigation into 
the purchase of other lands by the city 
of Atlanta for park purposes, for which it 
appears that exorbitant prices were pai’. 
such being far in excess of the value of 
such land, the Municipal Golfers’ associa- 
tion of Atlanta, not desiring to be a party 
to recommending the purchase ef addition- 
al lands for park purposes at a price far 
in excess of the appraised value of such 
lands, has instructed that I resign from 
the subcommittee above referred to. There- 
fore, this letter is intended to serve as my 
resignation from that committee. 

“In conclusion, I wish to state that we 
again want to go on record as requesting 
that the original plans for an 18-hole golf 
course at John A, White park be carried 
out, and request that you as chairman of 
the park committee of council, being familiar 
with the revenue received from golf courses. 
which during year 1927 was 33 1-3 per cent 
of the total revenue of $66,494.56 received 
during year 1927 from park privileges and 
fees, insist uvon the carrying out of the 
original 18-hole golf course planned at John 
A. White park.

The high for 
the stock since the 40 per cent stock 
dividend was declared was 160 1-2 
made last September. 

Repeating. recent sessions, there was 
scattered profit-taking starting around 
noon with the volume of trading slow- 
ing down as prices declined .again 
showing that interest in the stock 
market is on the long side. In the 
noon hour the ticker caught up to 
within three minutes of trading on 
the floor.

Wall street was not surprised that 
the governors of the stock exchange 
turned down the petition for an extra 
holiday this coming Saturday, mak- 
ing a three-day holiday over Labor 
day. The action of the stock ex- 
change on this petition was in line 
with recent policy except during the 
wild bull stock market this spring 
when’ floor members and clerks were 
exhausted by efforts to keep up with 
daily transactions. 

Members of the put and call mar- 
ket are doing an active business. Calls 
good for 30 days are being sold on 
steel common at 8 points above the 
market and on General Motors at 
17 1-2 points above the market. Some 
traders instead of putting up say %6,- 
000 margin on 100 shares of say Gen- 
eral Motors, will buy a call on the 
stock for a few hundred dollars. If 
the stock goes above the call price it 
means just so much profit. Pools 
active in stocks offer calls to brokers 
and individuals expecting to thus get 
a following.

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Cooperation between the central 
banks for the general good is reflect- 
ed in today’s Perris cables reporting 
that the Bank of France which is 
now rich in liquid assets, is continu- 
ing to sell dollars and continuing to 
buy sterling. It is pointed out that 
the Bank of France is working with 
the federal reserve here to prevent 
gold imports by us which would fur- 
ther stimulate speculation in the stock 
market and at the same time in work- 
ing with the Bank of England to pre- 
vent gold exports by England. We 
had more gold than was good for us 
as is evident from the existing infla- 
tion of stock prices. England is in 
need of gold to help important govern- 
ment refunding. ‘Today Paris cables 
report officials of the Bank of 
France as not being opposed in prin- 
ciple to the loss of gold providing that 
the yellow metal leaves France to go 
where it is really needed. 

Undoubtedly the central banks are 
exercising a higher degreé of pater- 
nalism today than ever before. ‘This, 
however, cannot be carried beyond a 
certain point. If the international 
trend of gold is strongly in the di- 
rection of this eountry combined ef- 
forts of the central banks cannot do 
anything more than temporarily check 
such a movement. It might be pos- 
sible to prevent gold imports by us 
and gold exports by England by sell- 
ing dollars and buying sterling until 
seasonal foreign purchases of food- 
stuffs and cotton here are completed. 


PREFERENTIAL RATES 
ARE BANNED BY BOARD 


Washington, August 29.—(#)—The 
federal reserve board today announced 
that it would oppose any attempt to 
provide a preferential rate of interest 


or rediscount rate on loans secured by 
government bonds as against loans se- 
cured by other collateral. 

The board's action was made known 
in a letter which it had addressed in 
reply to an uanained clearing horse 
association. The ciearing house xas- 
sociation, Governor Young, of the 
board, explained, had telegraphed the 
board suggesting that preferential 
rates of interest should be charged on 
transactions where the loans were se- 
eured ixy government paper, the total 
rate not to exceed rates borne by se- 
curities in accordance with recular 
and previous rulings of the boarid. 

Governor Young's letter declared 
the board was not attempting to side- 
track any responsibility that it may 
have for reserve bank rediscount rates, 
but it reminded the clearing house as- 
sociation that the usual procedure 
was for the reserve banks to initiate 
new rates and submit them to the 
board for its approval.

Offerings in- 
creased and the market worked gradu- 
ally lower during the afternoon. 

There were little spurts of covering 
which caused more or less irregularity, 
but the bulges met increased offerings 
with the market becoming more ac- 
tive and weaker late in the afternoon.

REACTIONS HALT

New Orleans, August 29.—(~)—

crop forecasts. December contracts 
which had traded up to 18.69, or 26 
points net up, eased off to 18.32, 
and closed at 18.34, compared with 
18.43 at yesterday’s close. The gen- 
eral market closed steady at net de- 
clines of 6 to 12 points. 

The market opened higher in syme 
pathy with bullish Liverpool cables: 
The English market came in 2 to 3 
penny points higher than due and pri- 
vate cables attributed the firmnesy 
there to continental buying, trade 
calling and shorts covering. First: 
trades here showed gains of 11 to 15 
points and before the initial demand 
was supplied October contracts reach- 
ed 18.62 and the general market show- 
ed advances of 23 to 28 points. Sev- 
eral reports of crop deterioration 
added to the firmness. 

When the weekly weather and crop . 
summary was issued traders at first 
construed it as mildly bearish, al- 
though the report as a whole was 
mixed. Early buyers sold and before 
the offerings were absorbed October 
reacted to 18.38 and December to 
18.45, or 24 points down from the 
highs, but still 1 to 2 points over the 
previous close. Continued unfavore 
able crop reports carried values up 12 
points from the lows, but after mid- 
session fears of large private esti- 
mates and bearish crop condition aver- 
ages brought out liquidation which 
carried prices off to new lows for the 
day at 18:25 for October and 18.32 
for December, or 87 points under the 
early highs and 9 to 11 points below 
yesterday's close. There was a rally
